REJUVENA TING OLD ROSE 
BUSHES. 

ERY many yards have a few old 
rose bushes, never pruned, the 
soil never loosened or fed, rarely 
weeded, a positive disfigurement 

to the premises, exercising a squatter’s 
rights and giving in return only an-occa- 


sional half developed flower in June, then 


left a prey to insects and diseases. 

Most of these_roses are of the old 
Centifolia or Damask classes, perfectly 
hardy, subject to scale diseases. When 
properly pruned and fertilized they flow- 
er once in June, yielding blossoms of me- 
dium size, much smaller than any of 
those recommended in last Sunday’s 
issueé.of Tuy TRIBUNB, — 

There are three ways of treating the 
matter. gc) 

The first and most practical way is to 
uproot and discard them, replacing them 
with new, vigorous plants selected from 
the modern varieties which a better 
knowledge of rose culture has placed at 
our disposal. 

The second {is the better of two meth-

old plant. Prepare a new bed for them

In that case a new bed must be prepared 
and the bushes transplanted after the 
manner described above. Most of them 
will then strike out like vigorous young 
plants, though many will fail to respond 
to the rejuvenating process. The latter 
are simply spent old plants that should 
give way to newer selections. 


‘Rose Diseases and Insect Pests. 

PLANT LICH—The first to attack the 
young growth, sometimes even in April, 
are the diminutive green or brown plant 
lice, or aphids. They are apt to per- 
sist throughout the growing season, 
sucking the plant juices from the leaves 
causing them to curl up and the plant 
to languish. 

The best remedy is “ Black Leaf 40,” 
which may be obtained in any of the 
better seed stores. It is diluted ac- 
cording to directions accompanying it, 
and sprayed [not sprinkled] on all parts 
of the plant, from above and below, in 
evening, rinsing it off with hose 
nozzle the following morning. If 
necessary repeat in two and five days. 

MILDEW—Any time between May and 
September a sudden drop in temperature 
after a few days of very warm weather 
is apt to bring a white, powdery fungus 
on the new growth, known as mildew. 

Dust the plants with sulphur flower or 
spray them with potassium eulfid, one 
ounce to three gallons of water. | 

ROSE BEETLE, OR ROSE CHAFER 
—This ungainly, long legged, grayish 
beetle is more apt to occur on the sandy 
soil of the shore régions, in consider- 
able swarms, during June and July, de- 
stroying both blossoms and foliage 

At their first appearance spray with 
arsenate of lead at the rate of one and 
one-half ounces to a gallon of water 
to which has been added about one and. 
one-quarter liquid ounces of molasses.

STEM BLIGHT—This disease is indi- 
cated by cireular or elliptical. gray, 
scablike spots on the canes or stems.

ROSE MIDGD—A small maggot, dis- 
torting leaves and flower buds. It may

Wherever it once gains a 
“toe hold it is the most persistent of 
rose pests. It appears to favor some 
varieties more than others.

ROSE SCALE—These small, whitish, 
circular scales are more apt to be found 
on the stems of old, neglected bushes, 
each scale protecting an insect which 
sucks the plant juices and impoverishes 
the plant. 

Spray as for plant lice or aphids, when 
the young are hatching, particularly in 
early spring.

Ans.— Probably heart rot. The heart 
wood becomes straw colored and finally 
soft, then dies. Cut off infected limbs 
to the nearest heavier branch which is 
not infected or to the main trunk.

1 it has been thoroughly sterilized in 
the cooking, but one little spore of bac- 
teria having survived all is lost.

Any kind of dirt is highly favorable 
to the growth of the destructive organ- 
un that destroy foods, if not destroyed 
promptly. Therefore, too much empha- 
gia cannot be placed upon the fact that 

— everything connected with the canning 
procedure must be clean. Clean hands, 
clean jars, especially clean tops to jars; 
clean materials, clean utensils all the 
way. 

a If one is letter perfect in the mere 
mechanical details she will be likely to 
sucteed, but it is better to know, be- 
 gides, the principles back of the work. 
It has been an interesting thing to 
watch people sit and listen day after 
day to a repetition of these mechanical 
details, as I have done, and never seem 
to tire. Of course, it took an accom- 
plished demonstrator thus to hold their 
attention while she went over and over 
these details, but repetition, when it is 
dlear and true, gives us the most et- 
‘fective form of instruction. 

Every woman who cans may go over 
these same details as unwearingly as 
though she were listening to a demon- 
strator, by reading them over anew, and

strator of the method. The most widely 
distribated enumeration of the things to 
do are practically the same as those Mr.

Notice the word ve.“ Water 
gives off a vapor when the heat is being 
driven out of it by freezing, but this is 
as nearly lifeless ag possible. Live 
steam is given off only by boiling water. 

“The temperature of the water used 
for cold dipping should be as low as 
possible,“ says the government bulletin. 
A piece of ice In a pan of cold water is 
therefore used in many cases. Water 
from the faucet is run through greens 
in some cases and the hand used to 
separate or break up the mass. They. 
should not be tepid but cold when 
packed in the hot jar, yet they must be 
dipped and drained quickly, not allowed 
to remain in the cold water.

it. And some people use salt in the 


cooking water, since brine boils at a 
higher temperature than water.

[A DAY AND NIGHT SIGHAL Fine, New Roads 


A patent for an ingenious and unusual 
type of automobile traffic signal has 
been granted to Raymond E. Boyle of 


665 East Sixty-fifth street. As, in the 


case of many other such devices, it is 
used in connection with the tall light, 


providing a holder for this and for the 


State license plate. Its unique. feature, 
however, is the simultaneous operation 
of two sets of signals, one of which is 
designed to be visible in * daytime 
and the other at night. 


This is accomplished by the use of 
three sliding plates. One, bearing the 
letter R.“ moves outward to the right, 
indicating a right hand turn; another, 
with the letter L.“ slides to the left 
for a left hand turn, and a third, with 
the letter 8,“ rises from the top of the 
signal to give warning that the car 
about to stop. ‘ 

These are the 9 
front of each, as they lie at rest, is 
transparency, in each case, the same 
letter. Thus, when the tail light is 
turned on at night, each of the sliding 
plates as it moves from behind the 
transparency, permits the light to shine 
through, giving an illuminated warning. 

The device is operated, through a sim- 
ple connection, from the driver’s seat, no 
special electrical wiring being required.

iy this article I am not going to describe a Cook’s tour 


to the front. You know all about these things; the 
railway station at Arras with the tickets for Paris and

1 am going to put down only those n which bear 
on America’s share in the war. If you have made up 
your mind that the bitterest and bloodiest part of the 
war is still ahead and that America will be called on to 
take a huge Share of the burden on herself, I can tell 
you nothing new. But if you think that it's all over but 
the shouting, and that the United States can do her share 
by waving flags, buying bonds, and cursing the kaiser, 
what follows may be of interest. | 

The section of front from which these observations were 
made runs down from Notre Dame de Lorette, opposite 
Vimy ridge, to the Somme; it covers virtually all the 
ground of the British offensives since July, 1916, except 
the battle of Messines ridge. 

The battle of Messines ridge has been called a one-day 
battle because the actual fighting took one day. The fact 
is that it was a one-year battle. Some of the tunnels in 
which the million pounds of explosives were laid were 
ready twelve months before they were exploded; the mere 
concentration of men and artillery in the region south 
of Ypres was a matter of months. b 


Yet, as battles go in this war, Messines was brief. 
When you set foot on the hill of Notre Dame de Lorette 
you are treading on soil which has not known a day of 
peace since the very beginning of the war, and you may 
find the wreckage of French and British and German kits 
lying side’ by side. The grass has grown between the 
fallen trenches now and into No Man's land; here and 
there you can pick a dark red flower, and if you come 
to Lorette on a heavenly day in spring you will under- 
stand why Frenchmen love their country. Then you prob- 
ably win catch sight of some ghastly thing which will 
remind vou that on this ground more men have fought 
than died in our revolution. : 
In the distance you have seen the red walls and the white 
wofs of cottages, and now as you look through your glass 
you know that the houses are being shelled accurately and

systematically. And you get the sickening feeling that 
six months from now, when you go out to the front 


again, they will take you to the spot where the shells 
are now falling and will tell you “ This is A. 
The meaning of A for America is simply this: 1 
few towns in the zone of action have escaped destruction. 
On a few square miles of hilly fields the grain is growing 
today and no trenches-nor shell holes nor débris mar the 
und. These are the places from which the German 
armies went and stood not on the order of their going; 
or, in American, they went while the going was good. 
Every time the German retreats, so much is saved of 
France, and the only way he can be made to retreat is 
by cutting him off from such positions as Arras and 
Vimy and Notre Dame de Lorette.

Mx RIDGE is the proof of that. The victory there 
was Sir Douglas Haig’s present to the United 
States, for it was won within four days after we 
declared war on Germany, just as Messines was won on 
the day Gen. Pershing came into British waters. Fach 
of these victories was a celebration and each is a des- 
perately hard lesson to be learned by us. Messines 
thows how handily a position can be taken when you 
have prepared the ground and have the resources to 
fo the work. Vimy shows how bitter the work is. 


From a point on Notre Dame de Lorette you can see

Wo other “show places on the western front teach 
the same lesson ta. America. Arras is the scene of 
a great battle dating from April 9. That battle was 
still going when I was on the ground and you could feel 
the reason with every yard of road you traveled beyond 


the city of Arras itself. Your motor car tumbled into 


gullies and bumped over wooden trestles which covered 
mine craters, you saw German railways torn up and en- 
gines blasted into meaningless wreckage; trees had been 
felled and thrown across the roads. : 

As the Germans retreated over this ground they laid 
mines with perfect regularity along the road, and after 
they had gone far enough behind they dropped shells 
with absolute accuracy between the hollows which the 
mines had made. Roads ceased to exist and had to be 
constructed through new country—and when you are 
bringing up thousands of motor trucks a day you want 


more than a dirt road. You need a metaled road, and 


you need it hardened and baked in with the rain and the 


sun. While you are making the roads the Germans, who 


have still untouched, roads behind them, are fortifying 
their new positions and shelling the N * the 
British advance. 

So there is another thing which America can 6 
do; she can put at the disposal of all the allles every last 


thing she knows about roadmaking. She can bring over 


her own equipment and send over her own men. Because 
every mile of road laid down saves lives for us and sends 
the Bache hurrying faster and faster eastward, and the 
faster he goes the less chance he has to destroy what 
stands in his way. If the British had been able to handle 
the problem of roads and railways 50 per cent faster 
than they did after the battle of Arras, the Hindenburg 
line could never have held at Bullecourt and Oppy. The 
sixty day battle for “Bully,” as the Canadians call it,with 


its countless casualties and its check to the whole east- 


ward operations, would have been avoided and the Ger- 
mans would now be considerably nearer their last line 
of defense in French and Belgian soil. 
And now for the final exhibit, our old friend the Somme. 
The Somme was a British victory, but it was not a de- 
cision. The battle of Arras was a greater victory still, 
but it was not a decision. The victory of Messines ridge 
was not meant to win a decision. And what is the whole 
lesson of the western front today? Only the British and 
the French, aided by every ounce of strength which the 
United States can give, will win a decision over the 
Germans. The decision may come as the result of a series 
or victories crowded in, one close on the heels of the other; 
or it may come as the result of one sustained smash by 
the three allies. The one thing we can be certain ok is 
that the allies will only be reaping half the gain of their 
victories if the United States holds wanne 10 50 
much as one unnecessary week.

It 
was September before the high level of Thiepval fell. By 
that time the force of the main blow had been spent. 
The next time a battle like the Somme is staged the 
American army must be ready to take the equivalent of 
Thiepval while the British and French are doing their 


share.

T is no discredit to the. armies already in the neid to 

say that if America had been in last ‘July the decision 

might already be won. The men ho stormed 
Thiepval and Vimy ridge did all that mortals could do; 
the Americans who took part in that effort were not at 
all inferior to the Americans who will come over with 
the new armies. Vimy was a personal success; it was 
not a decisive victory because it lacked another army to 
coéperate with the armies already engaged. So it is every- 
where on the field. Splendid actions can be fought and 
«won. The final push can only be given when every power, 
including America, is strained to the utmost. :

behind the closed doors of secret council chambers. This 
war has proved that the blunder of an hour in a foreign 
office may undermine the results of a century of con- 
structive domestic effort. All this means that when the 
time comes to write the tréaty that will end this war 
there must be recognized with new emphasis the vital 
connection between diplomacy and the domestic develop- 
ment of nations. .

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Engerand, deputy for Calvados, said: “The peace 
which will conclude this unparalleled war will be the 
greatest event in history, and the treaty which will ratify 
it must be a masterpiece.”
